then the man who wrote the article 
knows more about my company's af1- 
fairs than I dp.

out there and then. Not a man in tho 
company has refused to obey me and 
I do not know of any company ofll- 
cer whose commands have not been 
obeyed.

ir.otiumciUB of the world, now a wreck 
with Us roof blown 
off, lls massive 


walls tottering, rind the famous ceiling 
fresco by Tiupoiu, valued at a. niiilioij 
francs, lying in heaps of rubbish In tlio 
ruins of the building. There have been 
three bomb raids on Venice, but this 
was the worst, and the historic church 
bore the full brunt of it.

ing, and above-, the roof wide open to 
the sky, with the wonderful frescoes of 
Tiepolo dumped In huge masses of de- 
bris on the stone pavement.

[Legislation to Protect Industrial 


and Commercial Markets of 
U. 8. Recommended 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Legislation European war. was recommended 
to 


llo protect the industrial and commer- 
|:ial markets of the United States from 
l< "destructive type of struggle and un- 
Ifalr competition" at the close of the 


c* .1 -ress yesterday by Secretary Red- 
field, in ills annual report. Every strat- 
agem of Industrial war, be §ays. will 
be used liy powerful foreign agencies 


tftlntt American tn4u»lrle» which may 
ui«n*c« lurg« »]arX«t« heretofore con- 
trolled abroad. 


To prevent "unfair competition," the 


secretary suggested that the machinery 
of the departments of Justice and treas- 
ury be used and that congress supple- 
ment existing laws to give the federal 
government adequate means to protect 
American markets. 


"In my judgment." said the secretary, 


"the matter is one which may be more 
wisely treated as an attempted wrong 
to bo forbidden than as an economic 
matter which needs to bo restrained. 
I^tihould prefer, therefore, to deal with 
It by a method other than tariffs, class- 
ing It as an offense similar to the un- 
fair domestic competition we. now for- 
bid. It feeins possible that by using 
the existing machinery of the treasury 
department and the department of jus- 
lice we may restrain this foreign 'mi- 
fair competition1 on both sides of the 
sea. 


"I recommend therefore, that such

which shipment la mriile. in case such 
prices substantially lessen competition 
on the part of the American producers 
or tend to create a monopoly liy Ameri- 
can markets in favor of the foreign 
producer, and that it be made unlawful 
for any person to buy, sell or contract 
for tho sale of articles of foreign origin, 
or to fix a price for same or to tnake 
a rebate upon such price, conditioned 
upon Iho purchaser (hereof not using 
or dealing in wares produced or sold

" 'Unfair competition' is forbidden by 


law In domestic trade, and the federal 
trade commission exists to determine 
the. facts and take steps to abate the 
e^vil wherever found. 
The door, how- 


ever. 'Is still open to 'unfair competi- 
tion' from abroad which may seriously 
affect 
American 
industries 
for the 


worst. It is not normal competition of 
which I speak, but abnormal. It is a 
destructive type of the Industrial strug- 
gle. Intended to put out of being the 
forces opposed to It that the victor 
may exploit the 
field at will. 
Tho 


methods used are not those oi legiti- 
mate commerce, hut those of commer- 
cial 
offense. 
They aim not at de- 


velopment, hut at conquests. 


"When the war shall close, the puhlic 


control of railways In foreign lands. 
| the aemt-ofllclal chambers of commerce, 
tho 
publicly 
fostered organizations 


which control great industries in some 
counlries, will all exist and will all be 
used in an effort to recover lost com- 
merce. The growth In the United States 
of industries which may menace. large 
markets 
heretofore 
controlled 
frum 


abroad will not he permitted if public 
and semi-public forces acting together 
in foreign countries can prevent it. The 
outreach of American Industries, nay 
their very existence. In our own land 
in some cases, will be. resisted to the 
full a'nd every stratagem of industrial 
war will be exerted against them. Ex- 
pecting this, we must prepare for It. 
If it shall pass beyond-fair competition 
and exert or seek to exert a monopolis- 
tic power over auy part of. our com- 
merce, we ought to prevent it." 


Co-operation of 
business concerns 


in foreign trade Is suggested to permit 
admission of the 
smaller 
tradesmen 


into that field of activity. 


"The present law plays 
into 
the 


hnnds of the larger concerns and shuts 
out small ones from Important mar- 
kets,11 the secretary said. 
"Provisions 


should be, made wherehy such con- 
cerns may, with 
due 
safeguards 


against monopoly, co-oporate ia the 
foreign field. To refuse, this for fenr 
of monopoly is to say that the large 
concerns shall alone, hold the lucra- 
tive foreign markets and that the far 
larger number of smaller houses shall 
be shut out. The whole matter should 
be placed under the supervision of the 
federal trade commission and should 
be subject to full publicity. It Is not 
Intended that this co-operation shall 
extend into the domestic field." 


-Mr. Redtield expressed Hie. hope that 


American banks bo permitted to co- 
opcmte. under supervision of the fed- 
eral reserve board, In establishing for- 
eign branches, or in owning stocks of 
banks operating in foreign countries. 


"The present day." he said, "oper- 


ates to make it possible only for largo 
hanks of great power to undertake, the 
important work of financing American 
commerce in foreign fields. The 
law 


works in sole favor of the great banks. 
There are many banks in the United 
States of less than major 
size, 
yet 


abundantly strong. These should 
he 


permitted, under proper safeguards, to 
act jointly in such 
matters.

to a letter addressed by him to Ad- 
miral Dewcy asking his views on tho 
possibility of large hostile forces land- 
Ing on the coast of the United States. 
Admiral Dewey says "Only a 
navy 


strong enough to meet on equal terms 
the navy of the strongest 
probable 


adversary, could prevent such landing." 
Admiral Dewey's letter says In part:— 
"The part of the Atlantic coast men- 
tioned In Mr. Wood's article (Century 
Magazine) extends from Eastport, Me., 
to Capo Henry, Virginia, and In this 
area we have permanent defences on 
the Penobscot and Kennebec rivers, at 
Portland. Portsmouth, 
Boston, 
and 


New Bedford harbors; at Narragan- 
sett Day; at the the eastern entrance 
to Long Island sound; at the entrance 
to New York harbor, the 
Delaware 


river at Baltimore, the upper Potomac 
and at Hampton Roads. Of these only 
those at Portland, Narragansett Bay. 
entrance to Long Island Sound and 
the entrance to Keys' York protect tho 
coast. The others are 
solely 
harbor 


defences. It is true that a large hos- 
tile force can land on the open coast 
wherever the transports can get with- 
in reasonable distance of the shoro

Was 


Caused by the Recent 
Aerial Attacks 


VENICE, Italy, Dec. 17.—An oppor- 


tunity, to see the destructive effect, of 
the bomb raids on Venice was given lo 
Hie Associated Press, when an Inspec- 
tion under official escort was made of 
the havoc and ruin In (he famous old 
church of the Scalzl, one of the art 
monuments of the world, now a wreck 
with its roof blown 
off, 
I is massive 


walls tottering, and the famous celling 
fresco by Tlppolo, valued at a million 
francs, lying in heaps of rubbish In the 
ruins of the building. There have been 
three bomb raids on Venice, but Ihls 
was tho worst, and the historic church 
bore the full brunt of It. 


Approaching the massive edifice one 


sees a gaping hole In the roof, extend- 
'.*n 'roin front 
to rear. 
The facade, 


fronting 
the Grand 
canal, Is intact, 


and three sculptured figures standing 
along the cornice 
remain 
untouched. 


But back of the figures the roof »»«• 
away Jn a curved line downward and 
thetu up 
ngain to the rear wall, »B 


though some giant hand had reached 
down and torn out tho whole top of the 
church, leaving only the front and Hie 
rickety side walls still Intact. 
Work- 


men can be Eecn high above beginning 
tlie.work of salvage and repair, and 
liuavy timbers arc being laced across 
the gaping hole- Ipu by the bomb. 


Entering the historic church a scene 


of havoc and ruin is presented—twisted 
beams and arches, panels and columns 
of alabaster crushed Into bits and lying 
around In neaps, the richly carved pul- 
ptt blown to pieces with only a fatnt 
outline of Its former wonders remain- 
ing, and above, the roof wide open to 
the sky, with the wonderful frescoes of 
Tlepolo dumped In huge masses of de- 
bris on the stone pavement. Paint edges 
of the grand old frescoes still cling to 
the side walls, giving some Idea o£ tho 
beauties of the work torn away. 
Six 


enormous arches spanned 
the 
edifice, 


meeting in the middle, ftnd giving an 
Intervening space for 
these 
frescos. 


Xot a vestige remains of the main sub- 
jects, the visit of the Virgin lo Loretto, 
containing hundreds of biblical and al- 
legorical figures, 
the 
ragged 
edges 


showing only cloud 
effects 
and 
the 


background with a few figures. The 
high altar, with spiral alabaster col- 
umns 
and rich 
decorations, (s not 


touched, and another curious feature Is 


that the electrlo candUi circling the 
church are undisturbed, the electric 
bulbs shining as brightly as ever. But 
with these two exceptions—the high al- 
tar tar In the rear, and the circling can- 
dles,— everything IB a ruin, frescoed, 
celling, Inlaid marble fitdewalls, sculp• 
tures. confessionals, memorial tablets, 
baptistry, and marble^ mosaic pavement 
—all lying about In fragments. 


It was about 11 o'clock In the morn- 


ing when the explosion occurred. This 
was the busy hour, when the gondolas 
were crowding the Grand canal, and the 
Venetians were shopping and market- 
ing. Suddenly a single monoplane was 
seen In the northern aky, coming from 
the direction of the Austrian frontier. 
It was flying very high—about 2500 
meters. 
People at first did not recog- 


nize Ihls speck as an enemy bent on 
destruction. Soon, however, the steam 
syren at the arsenal gave a long wail— 
the signal of warning—and the people 
scattered to cellars and any available 
cover. The aeroplane was now in full 
view, heading straight for the big rail- 
way station of Venice, tho centre of a 
network of railway connections. Just 
above the station the aeroplane began 
lo circle round and round. 
Clearly 11 


was going to<bomb the station. But at 
2500 meters' height the aim Is not good, 
and besides there was mist adding lo 
tho difficulties of a sure shot. 
Down 


came the bomb—people could see It fall 
—but Instead of the station It struck

One side of the roof 
was bent over to the right, tho other 
to the left, beams and arches crashing 
upward and over, while masses of de- 
bris settled down between the walls. 
The frescoed ceiling- had disappeared In 
an Instant. 
Particles of the bomb dus 


deep Into the alabaster facing the walls, 
cracking and wrenching the marble pil- 
lars and stde walls from floor to roof. 
Even the marble floor, made of huge 
slabs formed In mosaics, was torn up In 
chunks. One huge slab of the floor cov- 
ered tho tomb of some of the famous 
Venetians of olden days, and- this was 
wrenched out, exposing the tomb below. 
The explosion occurrc-d when the church 
was deserted so that no loss of life 
resulted. 


To the art world the drimago to tho 


famous old church is 
an 
Irreparable 


loss. Kverywhere It was known as the 
type of the Venetian baroque stylo, and 
next to the church of Santa Maria was 
the best example of this style In the 
world. The fresco by Tlepolo. covering 
the entire celling, was. of course 
the 


greatest loss, as next to Titian, Tin- 
toretto and Paul Veronese, Tlepolo was 
accepted as the greatest of descriptive 
painters, and 
tho last of the older 


school of famous Venetian masters. The 
destroyed fresco was his most repre- 
sentative work, and probably the larg- 
est. 
After nearly 300 years the paint- 


Ing was hi an excellent state of preser- 
vation, the vividness of the coloring and 
the great number of figures In the co- 
lossal work—nearly 100 feet across— 


e It a special Interest and value to 


the art world. 


Only by chance, too. Is It Tiepolo's 


work that Is destroyed Instead of Ti- 
tian's or Tintoretto's, for these masters 
are. similarly represented on the cell- 
ings and walls of many of tho churches 
and historic monuments of Venice, and 
while 
paintings can 
be removed to 


places of safety the frescoed ceilings 
must stay to take the chance of bombs. 
Huskln In his Stones o' Venice says 
Titian and Paul Veronese can be judged 
only by the ceilings 
of 
Venice. Tho 


sculptures and carvings of tho high al- 
tar are by another Venetian

_ general salesman for a large Imporl- 
ng house on State 
street 
and who 


llve« In Pawtucket, JR. I., who was a

Ancona, 


which was torpedoed on Nov. 9 oft the 
coast of Tunis, was among the arrivals 
on the Cretlc yesterday. 


Mr. Moore calls the sinking1 of the 


\ncona one or the worst pieces of 
outrage ot the entire war, and t-aya 
that It even surpasses the sinking of 
he Lusttanla. 


The four lifeboats which were for-

After spending the summer in Eu-

Thereafter the crow of the Ancona 


Beamed to be demoralized. 
They ran 


about, panic-stricken, and It waasecm- 
.ngly Impossible for them to lower 
lifeboats or obey orders. "There was 
no grand, spectacle of men standing 
aside and making way for the women 
and children as was the case with the 
Titanic-," said Mr. Moore, "it was a 
case of everyone for himself, and wo 
were all handicapped greatly by the 
reckless crew of tlie Ancona. 


"I finally managed to get Into a life- 


boat, but just as It was about to reach 
the water a woman jumped from the 
chip's deck Into the boat and precipi- 
tated us all Into tho water. I finally 
managed to be pulled Into another Ufa- 
boat, savins a little Italian girl whose 
father was a New York wine mer- 
chant, and whose mother was drowned. 
As we pulled away from the doomed 
Ancona the submarine " opened up a 
vigorous flre on our lifeboat and the 
other three. 
Ours was not Injured, 


but F distinctly saw one of the others 
struck and several of Us occupants 
thrown Into .the water."

home without interference.
